how much ground a packet would plant, 
and as a rule, we believe, the quantity 
was not sufficient for ordinary needs. 
Therefore, four years ago we adopted a

sorts, Beans, Peas, etc., will be found the - 
quantity of seed required for a given amount of space. Our customers will also note 
that we have, in giving the large amount of seed, likewise increased the cost of postage 
or delivery, and in consideration of this liberality and extra expense to ourselves, we 
trust you will evince your appreciation by an increase in your order.
